WINNING OF MASTERY 


Temple Teachings. Open Series No. 204. 


It 1s the ability to hold and sustain a positive attitude toward a 
common center of activity while the negative aspects of the evolu- 
tionary law are testing his stability that brings the disciple of the 
Lodge to a stage of mastery. Every central position of every natu- 
ral divis1ton of life, whether it be of the mineral, vegetable, animal, 
or human kingdom, 1s held by one individual force or entity that has 
won its power to hold its own position. It must be able to direct the 
development of lesser forms of hfe which have been evolved by. the 
8ame: mode of motion, 1. e., by passing through —hving the life of 
each minor race developed within that one mode of motion, incar- 
nating in each main divis1on of a kingdom of nature, and holding 
every position taken, thereby attaining to its ultimate height. In 
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common parlance it is *standing to its guns” in storm, tempest, an 
{rial. until it has won to mastery over inhjbiting conditions. As 
each euch entity must necessarily be one of a direct hne emanating 
from the Absolute, all other hves on that line must reach the 8ame 
central point in cyclic progresslon ; or by continually tailing in all 
texts it must gradually pass out of manitested hte. 

The central figures, Gods, Masters, Initiates, let us call them, oft 
111 the highest degrees 0: hfe form the most important directing di- 
Vvision of the Universe in manitestation, known as the Lodge of Mas- 
ters. The shifting, changeable human being who has not become 
Selt-centered 18 at the mercy ot every intluence aroused by the negative 
forces of life and 18s continually talling back, giving up every position he 
may have parbially won to some other more. competent individual, 
Or even one who may be beneath him in the scale oi hie. Conse- 
quently he never gets very near the central point of his goal unti] 
long acons of experience have taught him the tſutility of yielding his 
own hard won opportunities at the suggestion of others. 

As humanity has, by ages of yielding to the powers of disrup- 
tion. scparated its masses into countless leeble, impotant, and un- 
<table divisions by slow degrees, it can only regain the unified con- 
dition which will enable 1ts units to manitest wisdom, power, and a- 
bility by cultivating, by correspondinglyv slow degrees, the cohesive pow- 
ers of Tſaithfulness, endurance, and devotion to the center of the 
line of which 1t 18 a constituent part. It can only do this by indefa- 
tigable effort, love, and ceaxseless asþÞiration. 

True growth 18s never rapid growth. A disciple will - gain infti- 
nitely more by sticking to and sustaining what may seem a hopeless 
proposition in many instances than by surrendering his opportunity 
tor the cultivation of the atorementioned qualities; and he will never 
Zain the necessary command over his own tendency toward instabi- 
Iity until Re recognizes the truth that the one who would swerve him 
[rom the path of duty he has undertaken 1s his worst enemy and one 
to be avoided as he would avoid a plague ridden spectre, whatever 
guise that enemy 1mav assume. 

Underlving every outer expresslon of matter in form are finer 
condensed and concentrated torms of life, passing by systems of per- 
tect gradation through the kingdoms of earth, fire, water, air, ether, 
and Akxasha and tack again, closing a cycle of demonstrable life 
without a break. Believing all this, can you say Nature has belied 
nerselt, broken her law of continuity when man as he is now consti- 
tuted came into existence, that no higher order of life exists on the 
earth, and that therefore the Masters are non-existent? Go even 
iurther. Take the races of the earth, the conditions, intelligence. 
and attamments of humanity. Is not the gradation as perfect as in 
all lower forms of life? Is not the probability of the existence of a 
more highly developed class of human beings than are the people of 
any class known to you a reasonable proposition? Would they not; 
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by their greater power and ability, naturally function on the astral 
or etheric plane as well as on the aerial or material plane of life ? 

As the refinement of matter naturally places its constituent 
atoms in rarer, more potential conditions of hte, so the intelligence, 
attributes, and qualities of a raan ascend in pertect ratio irom their 
State of evolution in the savage races to that of Mastery, then 
through all the degrees of Mastery, Rishis, Angels, Archangels, and 
(x0ds. 

[t you give sincere admiration and recognition, imitate the man- 
_ ners, follow in the ftootsteps of the most highly developed human 
form, nature, Or gen1us, can you In reason refuse to give the same to 
the «till more highly dev eloped Being who makes His presence 
known through the only avenue that nature has supphed—the e- 
theric state of matter which connects the physical and spiritual 
planes of life? Can you reasonably base such refusal on the fact 
that you cannot see nor touch Him at will, when you have not yet 
developed the only centers in yourselves which would render perso0n- 
al recognition possIible? Far be it trom me to attempt to prove my 
existence to any unprepared or preJudiced personality, tor unless 
Soul recognition were already attained, outer perception would only 
conduce to greater misunderstanding. 

Waste of force—living substance—by man 1s a crime in occult- 
18m. But for the sake of your own development and to help you at- 
tain to the knowledge which must be yours betore you can take a 
sIngle step upward in the graduated scale of existence, I would fain 
induce you to intelligent, stern application to the study of Nature's 
ever present methods and laws, if s0 be you have not yet attained 
to the sure: and switt method of intuition—soul knowledge—which, 
by comparison, overtops all other forms of knowledge as does the 
North Star the Earth. 

*Where two or three are gathered together in My Name”, 1. el, 
in My vibration, there am [I”, the Christos, at the center, in the 
midst. And where the Master 1s the holding torce of any center ol 
organized hfe, the gates of hell cannot prevall against that center 
as long as the transmitters of the Master force sy mbohized by the 
balanced cross of power, or three, the triangle of protection, remain 
at their post. But let that two or three” break away, and the body 
as a whole will break up, and the Center, the Christos, is deserted 
and crucified afresh. 

It humanity could even dimly discern all that 1s contained in or 
represented by the words *endurance, taithfulness, patience” and 
how little, by comparison, these great qualities have been evolved by 
the masses, it would understand present conditions in the world far 
better than it does now, and therefore would welcome every oppor- 
tunity for the attainment of the said qualities.

Evolution 


In The Secret Doctrine” we tind this statement : 

The point most ins1sted on by the evolutionists 18 that the his- 
tory of the embryo 18 an epitome of that of the race, that every or- 
gansm 1n its development from the egg runs through a series ol 

orms through which, in hke success1on, its ancestors have passed in 

the long course of Earth's history. The history ot the embryo 1s a 
picture 1h httle and outline of that of the race. "This conception 
torms the gist of our fundamental biogenetic law, which we are obh- 
gated to place at the head ol the study of the fundamental law oft or- 
ganic development. Is not a man in the uterus, first a s1mple cell, 
then a vegetable with three or four leaflets, a tadpole with brancniae, 
4 mammal with a tail, lastlv a primate and a biped ? It 1s scarcely 
POSSI ble not to re COENIZE in the e -mbr Y O1 NIC eVolution a rapid $Sketc -: 
faithful xummary, of the entire organic series.”” 

And im a footnote, H. P. B. says: The xummary alluded to 1s, 
however, only that of the store of tvpes hoarded up in man, the mi- 
crocosm. It may also be pointed out that the presence of a vege- 
table with leaflets in the embryonic Stages 18 not explained in  ord1- 
nary evolutionist's principles. Darwin has not traced man through 
the vegetable, but occultists have.” 

*\Wnat 1s the primitive shape of the tuture man ? A grain, a 
corpuscle, 8av 8ome phvsrologists; a molecule, an ovum, say others. 
[1 1t could be analyzed by the microscope or otherwise—of what 
ought we to expect to find it composed ? Analogically we should say 
of a nucleus of inorganic matter, deposited trom the circulation at 
tne germinating point and united with a deposit of organic matter 
In other words, this infinitesimal nucleus of the future man is com- 
posed 0: the same elements as a stone, of the same elements as the 
Earth which the man is destined to inhabit. At the end of-three or 
tour weeks the ovum has assumed a plant like appearance, one ex- 
tremity having become Sphe roidal and the other tapering like a car- 
rot. Upon dissection it is found to be c oMmpose qd, hke an onion, of 
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very delicate laminae or coats, enclosing a liquid. The laminae ay- 
proach each other at the lower end, and the embryo hangs trom the 
root of the umbilicus almost hke the fruit from the bough. The 
Stone has now become changed by metempsychosis into a plant. 
Then the embryonic creature begins to shoot out, from the inside 
outward, limbs and develops its features. The eyes are vislble as 
two black dots, the ears, nose;, and mouth form depress1ons, hke the 
points of a pineapple before they begin to project. The embryyv 
develops into an animal-like foetus —the shape of a tadpole—and an 
amphibious reptile lives in water and develops trom it. One by one 
the toetus assumes the characteristics of the human being, the first 
flutter of the immortal breath passes through its being, it moves, 
and the divine essence settles in the infant frame, which it will in- 
habit until the moment of physical death, when man becomes a $ÞI- 
rit. As the foetus develops amidst the liquor amnu of the womb, 
80 the earths germinate in the universal ether or astral fluid in the 
womb of the Universe. These cosmic children, hke their pigmy in- 
habitants, are at first nuclei}, then ovules gradually mature, and becoming 
mothers in their turn, develop vegetable, animal, and human form. 
From center to circumterence, trom the imperceptible vesicle to the 
uttermost conceivable bounds of the Kosmos, those glorious think- 
ers, the occultists, trace cycle merging upon cycle, containing and 
contained in an endless series—the embryo evolving in 1ts prenatal 
sphere, the individual in his family, the tamily in the state, the state 
in mankind, the Earth in our system, that s8ystem in the Central U- 
niverse, the Universe in the Kosmos, and the Kosmos in the One 
Cause. ' 

The narrow orthodox religionist 8ays: *God created the uni-. 
verse 1n $1x days, and rested on the seventh. He created man in 
His own image. No matter what the evidence to the contrary, we 
w1ill not investigate nor accept it, but will confine ourselves to a h- 
teral acceptation of this teaching.” 

Now, it is not the object of this paper to enter into any contro- 
versy with either the literal orthodox Christian or with the ortho- 
dox evolutionist. A study of occultism will show that the Bible 1s 
the most occult of books, that in the books of Genesis and Revela- 
tions are stored up the accumulated knowledge of the ages. No 
teachings ever given to humanity contain 80 complete and absorbing 
a record of the early periods of evolution through which the world 
has gone does the book of Genes1s; and no book ever written con- 
tains more deeply sy mbohec and highly elucidating teachings than 
does the book of Revelations. But in order to get the truth trom 
either of these books we must read them interiorly rather than lite- 
rally. We must realize that they are 8s&ymbohc, that the incidents 
depicted therein are not records of the incidents in the hives of peo- 
ple 80 much as a depiction of the action of vast cosmic forces. There 
18 No real difference between ithe teachings of the Bible read symbol- 
ically, and the findings of science; and both the sxymbolic teachings 
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of the Bible and the results of sclentific investigation are corrobora- 
ted in almost every detail by the occult teachings of the Wisdom Re- 
11g10N . 

We will not at the present time enter in detail into Bibhcal sy m- 
hology. ncr into scientific evolutional theories, but would make this 
one point in passing: Occultism does not teach that man descended 
from the apes but that the ape 1s the result of a union, at some tar 
distant age. of that evolutionary stream which eventually became 
man with animals still lower in the evolutionary scal-. 

The evolutionist savs man has evolved up through the animal 
forms to his present stage of development, and takes this as an ar- 
&ument in refutation of the teachings of the Bible. The occultist 
<avs both are true, God did create man out of His own essence 1n- $0 
many davs or periods of time, and man has passed througn the low- 
er animal forms, and the vegetable also, in his progress upward, and 
his development will not stop at this point but will go on, and on, ta- 
KINGS 11 greater and greater Spheres of influence, until the Spirit which 
inspires him will again merge into and become one with God. 

In order to understand the vastness and beauty of the occul- 
tist's 1dea of evolution we must apply the key of. correspondence, 
recognizing that man 18 a being compoxsed ot! seven different princ1- 
ples or parts and that each of these principles 18 a reflection of and 
corresponds to a s1milar principle in the Kosmos. In other words, 
man 18 a replica in miniature of the Universal Selt ; nay, more than 
this, every atom in the Universe 1s a replica in miniature of the Uni- 
verse itselt and, hke it, contains seven distinct parts, either latent 
Or active. 

Just as the human embryo lving in the womb contains all the 
elements and potencies of the tuture man, 80, at the beginning of a 
cycle of manitestation, there hes dormant in the womb of nature. 
the cosxmic egg, which contains within it all the potencies and latent 
{Orces of the tuture Kosmos. Just as the human embryo 1s the re- 
<ult Oo! the countless experiences which it has gone through in its 
long evolutionary process, packed into compact form, a crystalliza- 
tion of 1ts experiences, $0 18 the past of all the evolutionary proces- 
868 Stored up in the world-seed at the beginning of a manvantara 
and in the cosmic seed at the commencement of a cosmic period of 
eXpress10n, and in the seed of the flower and the bird and the animal. 
All through nature the process is the same, a budding out of that 
which les dormant at the center, a period of expression in which ex- 
periences are undergone and lessons learned and development made, 
and a withdrawing back again into the seed of the results of all 
tnese experiences, les8ons, and development, to lie therein dormant 
until the time comes for them to bud out once more a little further 
developed, a little further along than they were before. 

Let us try briefly to trace the elements which constitute the 
numan toetus and follow some of the corresponding elements in the

matrix of nature. At the center we have the embryo, which 1s the 
Seed containing 1n 1t, the exsence_ of the experiences of past evolution 
xtored up to be used as potentialities tor the building of the *' future 
entity. As a regult of vast periods of development nature has 
brought torth man, endowed with hearing and seeing and tasting 
faculties, able to feel and smell and contact through:his centers of 
cSense all the variations of the physical world around him; and in or- 
der that this product of evolutionary effort may not be lost she has 
ordained that the imprint or pattern of this result of her long efforts 
may be condensed and impressed in essence and potentiaity in this 
little &eed. She does the same thing with the acorn when she 1m- 
Presses all the possthitlties of the future oak tree within 1t, when 8he 
forms the egg ol the bird and the grain of the wheat. .Just as vast 
{ Orces tor dlsruption are 1mprisoned 1n many. chemicals, 80  these 
vast torces for tuture growth are 1mprisoned in this tiny seed. 

In the seventold division of man into seven separate principles 
Or parts this condensation of the past 1s:contained in the first - prin- 
ciple or Atma, Spirit. In the s80lar system this corresponds to the 
Sun. Cosmically the corresponding central point would be the first 
bubble on the s&urface of space when differentiation commences. The 
human embrvo floats in a fluid known as the amniotic fluid... The 
life of the &0lar &vstem emanates irom the wn. On the higher 
Dlanes it 1s Akasha; when 1t reaches the lower plane it becomes Ppra- 
na or the hte principle. Having 1ts source in the Universal Lite, m 
the human organism this principle becomes Buddhi, the second prin- 
ciple. It has its center of function in the heart, and it 18 through 
the heart that we can at all times reach the Center of things. To be- 
come en rapport with and understand anyone and truly sy mpathize 
with him we must sink the consclousness to the heart. Love him, 
and we will understand him and feel with him. When we do this 
we unconsciously and momentarily switch off trom the personal, in- 
dividual current of consciousness 1n which we normally dwell, and 
Switch on to the universal cosmic current which flows through the 
heart of the person we wish to understand, just as it does through 
ours and through that of everyone else in-the world. For the time 
being we have become one with the Cosmic Heart. The brain alone 
will not give us this insight. No matter how much we may analyze 
and dissect and compare, we can never in vears of eifort gain the 
knowledge of the inner consclousness of anotner that one moment 
Of impersonal compassion will give us. On this, the second plane, 
the itorces of the Kesmos spread out into seven rays. In the physt- 
cal 8un these ravs become the seven colors of the solar spectrum 
Cosmically they are the seven Planetary Spirits, the great Creative 
Forces, the Logoi, the frame upon which the tuture universe 18 to be 
built. 

To quote from The Secret Doctrine”: *As the. Lord - of atl 
Mysteries Ho cannot manrifest but sends into the world of manites- 
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tation His heart. From this emanate the seven Dhyan Buddhis, 
the primeval Monads trom the incorporeal world—the Formless. " 

These seven great basic rays which emanate from the Godhead 
at the jt ne of a manvantara, or period of express10nN, Pass 
downward through all the planes and diversifications of nature. We 
are told in The Secret Doctrine” that these 8seven tundamental 
rays of the Deity flow through the heart of man, that they preside 
over the heart and are the centers of what 1s called the second prin- 
ciple, Buddhi, the element of compass1on, or selfless love. It would 
Seem as though the stream of torce flows out ftrom the Godhead in 
Seven distinct ravs and that each ray has a definite rate of vibration 
and awakens a definite tone and color, etc. as it penetrates down- 
ward into matter. For example, the ray which, on the physlical 
plane, becomes the yellow of the solar spectrum, when 1t enters the 
mineral kingdom becomes the metal quick-silver. The rate of vibra- 
tion has slowed down, descended and condensed on to the mater1al 
plane, and quick-s1lver 1s the result. The note M1 1s the same ray 
expressed in terms of sound. The planet Mercury 1s 1ts correspond- 
ing planet; and in the human body 1t expresses 1itselt as the mouth, 
hands and nervous system . 

All the rays as they penetrate downward call into activity their 


individual vibrations, and the forms which correspond to these vi- 


brations ccalesce and take shape around them. In this way Deity 
expresses Itself. It sends forth a great impulse or breath, and the 
universe gradually assumes torm, condensing and coalescing into 
the fundamental sevenfold framework.

Unnecessary Pain 


Several Temple members are interested in the cause of accident 
prevention and the doing away with all unnecessary killings and 
maimings in the industrial world. 

Many years ago an uproar was raised in Great Britain on ac- 
count of the numerous coal mine accidents. It was shown how much 
greater these were than were similar accidents in Germany. The 
drastic measures taken to reduce these accidents brought most bene- 
ficial results. At that time America was killing nearly three times 
as many miners, per thousand emploved, as Great Britain. 
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We are now killing them tour times as tast. 

Wo have killed over 25,000 coal miners in ten years. That most 
O01 these deaths were preventable 1s shown by the following figures : 
For these ten years the average tatality rate per thousand in Great 
Britain was 1.29. In the United States the iatalty rate was 4.26. 
But in 1922 the rate in Great Britain fell from 1.29 to 1.09, while 1n 
the United States it rose to 4.98; and turthermore, for the first 81K 
months of 1924 it was estimated to have risen to 5.064! 

The difference shown nere 18 appalling, and 1t 1s obviously un- 
NECESEALY . 

Great numbers of these tatalities are due to coal dust explo- 
SIONS. Against such it has keen tound that rock dusting is s1mple 


and entirely effective...  Therelore 1t 18 required by 1aw in England, 
and there the ccal dust explosicns nave teen ehminated. zut we 


dont ehminate them here, and 80 our tatalities rise trom 4.26 to 
5.64 while England's tall trom 1.29 to 1.09. HIÞH nothing 1s done a- 
Dout it our latality average will £0 on up, tor as mines go deeper the 
dancers increase, and at the same time England will be getting ner 
uwverage down to one per thousand per annum or lower. 

The Castle Gate cxplosion lett 868 widows and children. John 
Randolph Haynes savs, *These are-mere figures to us. They have 
109 human meaning”. This 1s true of the 5.64 per thousand. But 
it is not true of the 868 widows and children; at least to Temple 
embers.- Dr. Dower 821d one Sunday, *Light, Lite, and Love—a 
trinity and unity”. Then, 1f we cannot have hght and htfe without 
love, those 868 widows and children cannot be *mere figures” to us. 

Science has found many remedies, but Business won't apply 
them. Reck dust stemmings, rock dust sprays, rock dust - carriers 
have 8aved more than 868 women and children lirom becoming wi- 
dows and orphans in other countries. These remedies would have 
Saved them in Utan. 

Again the question arises in every heart What can we do! 

That 18 for each person to find out. Who 1s responslÞle © tor 
knowing what we can do? Are Tom and Harry. and Dick respons- 
ible for knowing what Joe and Wil and Alec can do? What is the 
natter with Joe, Will, and Alec finding out? It love 18s one with 
light, and life, will not life throw some hight on the matter 11 we re- 
ally care! | 

Perhaps we can do nothing. But we can know. And we can be 
ready to agree. And we can uncover the general principles whicn 
nave always caused those 868 widows and orphans to be placed at 
the mercy of an unreasoning power which 1s neither hght, hte, nor 
love. Having uncovered those principles, we are ready to replace 
them with different ones. But this we cannot do until we know 
oth the old ones and the new ones that are to supplant them. 

Our lives are filled with unnecessary pain. Nine-tenths of our 
(iseases are unnecessary-; poverty 1s utterly 80; crime and Jails are 
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civilization's useless luxuries. The Kaiser demanded a place in the 
Sun. He only had to walk into it. The French now demand secur1- 
ty. It 1s theirs for the seeing. They could have a Franco-German 
Republic in seven days if they had the light to see it. The English 
want oil and the Russians machinery. England has $hiploads of 
machinery and Russ1a rivers of oil. But the one goes without ma- 
chinery and the other without oil. After the war the Alhed block- 
ade caused more deaths than did the war. And it accomplished no- 
ihing. And in America we would rather make 868 widows and or- 
phans in one explosion than spend 868 dollars in preventing. 

What pains are necessary? That 1s hard to say, but we might 
guess at a few pains that even a scientiftic sxystem could not erad:- 
cate—a 8ystem of life charged with light and love. Old age would 
=ti]]l be with us. Faire. flood, and earthquake would have still to be 
watched. Pests, vermin, and the ubiquitous gopher would trouble 
us, unless our changed thoughts and subconsciousness removea 
them. Occaslonally, doubtless, &ome man would kill or injure an- 
other in anger—generally over s&some woman. And we would <still 
have trost, snow, and tropical heats. But what are these compared 
with poverty, famine, and war? Out of ten million people in New 
York City today how many are in true repose, tranquility, and hap- 
piness? How many have a well-spring of hght and a day-spring oi 
love? How many truly hve? | 

It pain could be weighed or measured ! There have been count- 
less tons— mountain ranges of it. There has been enough unneces- 
SAary pain to fill this stellar universe to overflowing from our earth 
alone. Do they suffer needlessly on Mars? If we could see clouds 
of unnecessary anguish shooting out from that planet as we can see 
the Sun's corona In a total eclipse, how toohsh we would think them ! 
And yet such clouds of needless pain must arise trom this dark star 
tor all to see who have the vision. 

When one suggests obvious remedies for such unwarranted m1i- 
Serv as the making of those 868 widows and orphans trom one com- 
pletely and easily avoidable explosion, one 18s met by obstinate oppou- 
=1t1on or callous indifference. In talking with business men in this 
=same New York about preventable accidents, the writer never heard 
one Say, *Yes, it's bad. Let's do away with it at once! Let us never 
nave another preventable accident!” And yet what else could be 
Sald in a city where life was filled with scientific light and complete- 
Iv imbued with love ? 

The Christs of the world are reported to have wept. They are 
not on record as having laughed. On the night of the great Castle 
(rate explosion the moving picture houses of Utah did a roaring bus- 
iness. The 868 did not militate against the sale of a ticket. When 
love brings light to Utah (and everywhere else) we shall begin to 
live. When that age begins there will be no more preventable acci- 
dents. How far off is it ? 
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[t won't be far off when men, presented with this problem, shall 
answer, Yes, I know about it. I have read it up. And I know the 
SOlution”” 

In closing let us quote from Ouspensky's *Tertium Organum” 
1 tew words showing the power of an idea, of knowing, of conscious- 
ness. Let us know these. problems and let us know the answer to 
tnem.-- 4 hat 1s all that 1s needed to begin the organization of a new 
age.

Knowing the causes of unnecessary suffering and knowing hon 
all such can be forever obliterated will produce a phenomenon more 
wondertul than the ice. age, more permanent than the mountains.

Ing in the Tabernacle or amons the people of Israel, as in Exodus, 
Chap. 25, vers2 8; which zays, *And let them make me a sanctuary, 
that I may dwell among them; Exodus, Chap: :29, 45-6, And I will 
dwell among _ the <Clilldren- of Isracl, and will be their God. 
And thev 8shall-know that 4 am tne Lord, their God, that brought

And the angel said unto them, 
Fear not. for, behold. I bring vou good tidings of great joy, which 
Shall be to all people.” This glory was the Shekinah or vislble pre- 
Sence of God. In II. Peter, Chap. 1, verse 17, we read, *For he re- 
ceived trom God the Father honor and glory, when there came 8uch 
4 voice to him trom the excellent glory, This 18 my beloved Son, mn 
whom I am well pleased.” Verse 16 of the same chapter says, *For 
we have not followed cunningly devised tables, when we made known 
unto you the power and coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, but were 
eve witnesses of his majesty.” Again in II. Corinthians, Chap. 4, 
verse 6, we read of the Shekinah, For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of the darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give 
the hight of the knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ.” In John, Chap. 1, verse 14, reference 18s made to the She- 
kinah or visible presence of God, And the Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us (and we behold his glory, the glory of the only be- 
gotten ot the Father), iull of grace and truth.” Also in verses 32 
and 3 of the same ckapter, *And John bare record saying, I saw the 
Spirit descending from heaven like a dove, and it abode upon him. 
And I knew him not ; but he that sent me to baptise with water, the 
Same sald unto me, Upon whom thou shalt see the Spirit descending,. 
the same is he that baptiseth with the Holy Ghost”. Also in Reve- 
lation, Chap. 21, verses 3 and 4, refer to the descent of the Sheki- 
nan or vistble presence of God in the new age that is fast approach- 
Ing, "And I heard a great voice out of heaven saving, Behold, the 
tabernacle of God is with men, and he will dwell with them, and they 
Shall be his people, and God himself shall be with them, and be their 
(50d. And God $hall wipe away all tears from their eyes, ani there 
Shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain; tor the former things are passed away” . 

_ _ The idea that God dwells in man, and that man is the temple of 
(x04, 18 merely a more realistic conception of the resting of the She- 
kinah on man, as in Col., Chap. 2, verse 9, *For in him dwelleth all 
the fulness of the Godhead bodily,” II. Co., Chap. 6, verse 16, *And 
what agreement hath the temple of God with idols? For ye are the 
temple of the living God ; as God hath Sald, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their God, and they shall be my people.” 
and in John, Chap. 14, verse 23, ©Jesus answered and said unto him. 
[f a man love me, he will keep my words: and my Father will love 
him, and we will come unto him, and make our abode with him.” 
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Maimonides, one of the great Jewish scholars of the Middle A- 
res, regarded the Shekinah as a distinct entity, and as a light creat- 
ed to be an intermediary between God and the world, while Nahmani- 
des considered it the essence of God manifested in a distinct form. 

The Jewish Talmud says that when its work 1s completed the 
Shekinah will have descended visibly ten times. Nine times 1t has 
already appeared, as follows: In the Garden of Eden, when the 
Tower of Babel was built, to Sodom, to Egypt, to the Red Sea, upon 
Sinai, in the pillar of cloud, at the dedication of Solomon's Temple, 
and to the Sanctuary, and that it will descend again in visible form 
at the time of Gog and Magog (Armageddon), as stated in Zechari- 
ah, Chap. 14, verse 4, *And his feet shall stand in that day upon the 
Mount of Olives, which is before Jerusalem in the east, and the 
Mount of Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof toward the east 
and toward the west, and there shall be a very great valley and halt 
of the mountain shall remove toward the north, and half of it to the 
SOUtN'. 

The Shekinah appeared in the burning bush; and the ark whien 
came up out of Egypt contained the Shekinah, the Tabernacle was 
erected in order that the Shekinah might dwell upon the earth; and 
the Shekinah actually entered the Holy of Holes, and the High 
Priest had to veil his face before it. Wheresoever the Israehtes 
went in ex1le the Shekinah, or visible glory and presence of God, ac- 
companied them. The Shekinah, however, was lacking in the se- 
cond temple. 

It 1s said that the Shekinah would not descend into an atmos- 
phere of sadness, since there can be no sorrow in the presence of God. 
The Shekinah 1s indeed 1dentical with the Holy Spirit, which it 1s 
stated w1ll be poured out upon the world in the new dispensation . 

The Shekinah was also beheved to be a protection, for the Jews 
have a prayer, *On my four s1des four angels, and above my head 
the Shekinah of God”. Unxsulled thoughts and pious deeds render 
one worthy of the descent of the Shekinah, and It 1s said to be pre- 
sent when two are engaged in the study of the Scriptures, when ten 
pray, and when mysticism 1s explained. It is hkewise attracted by 
the study of the Divine Law. Sin, however, causes the Shekinah to 
depart. It appeared on the day the Tabernacle was first erected, 
and before the Israelites sinned the Shekinah rested on every one, 
but when they did evil It disxappeared. In hke manner Tt departed 
irom David when he became leprous. Whoever sins in secret or 
walks with a proud or haughty bearing 1s said to *crowd out the feet 
of the Shekinah.” 

According to the views of many Hebrew scholars, the Shekinah 
appears as physical or visible light, as Numbers, Chap. 6, verse 25, 
Says, *Jahweh shall cause his Shekinah to shine for thee”. Or as 
translated in the Authorized Vers1on, The Lord make his face to 
shine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee”

HARNESSING THE SUN 
From *Popular Mechanics” 
(October Number) 


From the ancient days when the sun was worshipped as the 
$OuUrce of all life, science has progressed until today its rays have 
een harnessed to cure disease, increase crops, make chickens lay, 
Season lumber, produce synthetic foods, and test the permanency of 
paint, leather, and other materials. 

Only thirteen percent of the entire radiation trom the SUN, it 
has been found, 1s visible to the eye in the light waves we 8ee. Pass- 
ed through a prism, or broken up by drops of water, as In a rainbow, 
the light rays separate into the seven primary colors of the spec- 
trum—red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, and violet. Below 
this visible 8pectrum eighty per cent of the sun's rays are grouped 
in the infra-red band, which produces heat, and above the visible 
rays are the remaining Seven percent, the ultraviolet, chemical, or 
actinic band; which produces, among other things, sunburn. 

The enormous heat generated in electrical turnaces, far sur- 
passing any temperatures heretotore created by man, has made pos- 
$ible the production on a commercial scale of fused quartz, the only 
material 80 far found which will transmit the latter group of rays; 
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ind with that discovery 1t 18 now possible to inclose any strong arti- 
cial light in a quartz globe and proceed to utilze this invisible part

The red heat rays cease to be visible when they have 
reached a shortness of 7,500 of these minute units, and the violet 
ray at the top of the spectrum passes into invisIibility at 3,900 units. 
With delicate scientific apparatus, however, explorers of this un- -: 
known band have pursued the shorter rays down to a region where 
their length is but 420 ten-millionths of the diameter of a hair. Be- 
yond this point is the region where the mysterious change from 
light to X-rays takes place. 

Their discovery revealed the reason why the sun bathers in the 
high Alps of Italy could walk baretoot in the snow while they were 
cured and tanned by the &sun. In warmer and lower chmes, the ex- 
cess of infrared heat rays cuts off the free play of the curative part 
of hght, while high up in the mountains the germs of such diseases 
as tuberculosis yield to the killing action of the invisible waves. 
The clear air of the heights, free from smoke and beyond most of 
the dust clouds which hover above the earth, offers a free road for 
the natural ultraviolet rays of the sun, the most powerful of which 
are 80 s8mall they cannot penetrate a distance equal to the thickness 
oft an 1invis1ible microbe. | 

In producing artificial sunlight, however, the sclentists found 
that a small 22-volt mercury-vapor light in a quartz tube, suitable 
for suspending over a child's cot, was s0 powerful that its rays could 
sterilize 132,000 gallons of water in twenty-four hours, killing all the 
d18ease germs 1t contained. 

Dr. Leonard Hull, one of the English experimenters, 1s estab- 
lishing these artificial sunlights in many of the pubhe baths of Lon- 
con, 80 that the children of the poor can take a light bath along with 
one in water. Another Englishman, F. E. Lamplough, is pertect- 
ing a new form of glass which will pass most of the ultraviolet rays 
and which can be produced at a cost of seventy-five cents to one dol- 
lar a 8quare foot; far cheaper than the expensive quartz. The lat- 
ter costs 80 much because of the vast amount of electricity used in 
fusing the material that only one quartz window, in Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore, has so far been installed. It the new glass 
proves successful, nearly everyone will be able to afford a sun-bath 
window in the home and can harness the natural sunhlight to prevent 
disease. | | | 

Still another experimenter has developed an arc lamp, with 
tungsten electrodes, following his accidental discovery that this me- 
tal-would produce far more ultraviolet rays and less of the heat 
waves than other materials. In an address before the Roentgen 
Society in London recently, it was claimed that two or three minutes” 
exposure twice a week to this powerful artificial 8sun would cure 
functional complaints, nervous debility and the neuresthenia caused 
by the hurry and worry of modern life. With this strange light the 
patient can lie, fully clothed, on an electrical couch, grasping a bar 
electrode in his hands, and thus become one plate of a powerful 
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electrical condenser. 

The United States Bureau:ot Standards, experimenting with 
the germacidal effect of ultraviolet rays, tound that bacteria in sew-
